THE VALUE OF A LIF&. 


On Tuesday evening last, near this city, 
a human life was crushed out under the 
wheels of a locomotive, and a proper re 
duction of the case exhibits the startling 
proposition that a railroad company in 
Georgia does not value a man’slife a 
even the moderate sum of one dollar and 
ten cents! The statement may startle, 
but the facts are convincing. And this 
episode is but another of that long line

Believing the estimates, or guess, of some 
of the writers, ore — — cost of nec- 
essary Sewerage, to be wild and extravagant, 
I have taken the pains to tnquire of relia- 
ble contractors, at what price 2 thousand 
all hard river-brick ca2 be laid, in eliptical 
form in the best cement, One par y, pe- 
cuniarily responsible, and in every way 
competent, will take the contract at $15 per 
thousand. Then to excavate a ditch for the 
drain, four feet wide wich eight feet average 
dept, which is sufficient to drain any cellar 
in the city, rep'ace the dirt over the brick 
after the masonry is done, and haul off the 
remainde-, one party says twenty per 
cubic yard, but I think it ean be done for 
fifteen cents.

t us examine the ground: 1. A sewer is 
already built from Fair street, ia the chan- 
nel of Entrenchment creek, which {s washed 
by constant oe water from springs. 
This sewer drains the Kimball house, Union 
depot, National hotel, and extends to Kyle’s 
corner on Maiiettaand Peachtree. ‘This is 
one outlet that has a fall of three feet to 
the hundred from the highest point it drains. 

2. Then Whitehall, south of Mitchell 
street, hasan average fall of three fee to 
the hundred to ample running water at 
Brotherton st eet. 

3. Broad street, from the bridge to Hun 
ter and from Mitchell to Hunter, has a fall 
oftwo feet tothe hundred, and escapes 
west along Hunter underthe M. & W. R. 
R., overtakes running water at the railroad, 
and empties into Proctor creek. 

4. A drain from Fairlie street, west of the 
Capitol, along Marietta street will have a 
fall of two and a half feet to the corner of 
Calhoun and Decatur, where it overtakes 
running water that flows by Longley & 
Robinson’s shop into Peachtree creek.

Phen from Mitchell, north, along Broad 
to Hunter street; then from the bridge, 
along Broad to Iſunter street; then along 
Hunter to the railroad.

I had an enzineer 
to make the calculations, and I presume 
they are correct, but to allow liberally for 
contingencies, $18,000 or $20,000 will meet 
the enti:e expense of all the drainage that 
is necessary at present to utilize the city 
water and insure the health and comfort of 
the business portion of the city. 

Of course, like gas pipes, these drains 
can be extended as necessity may require 
and flaances authorize. 

The outlets I have mentioned are now 
washed by running spring water at the 
points to which I propose forthe present, 
to carry the covered drains, but the volume 
of water in each will be so increased by the 
city water thata constant flow of running 
water from the point af which the covered 
drain stops will insare the cleanlinesa of 
the open drains. They may be somewhat 
improved by straightening, filling up holes, 
and smoothing the ban s, so that the 
water may more easily escape. No better 
disinfectant is known in nature, than clear, 
running water. The two learned doctors 
who have Pran their views, have disagreed, 
and we all know the fate of the patient 
when this occurs.

In 
other words, he is 83 years of age and has 
made 64 crops; 6} of them have been made 
onthe sare plantation, which is to-day in 
better condition than when he purchased in 
1813. During his entire life, as a farmer, 
Mr. Dozier bas never purchased a bushel of 
corn nor one pound of bacon or flour, nor 
has be ever been in debt. 

—A party sent out by the state geological 
department, consisting of Prof. Baugh and 
D. C. Barrow, B. S., to make a preliminary 
survey of the mineral resources of the state, 
were in ou: jittle city on Saturday and Sun- 
day last. They will sperd a few days in our 
couaty, visiting al the portions in which it 
is thought there are m'neral deposits. 
These gentlemen are well qualified for the 
enterprise they are engaged im and their re- 
port may be relied on as true and just. They 
are not prepared to make any definite re- 
port, as the present survey is only a prelim- 
inary one, but from the developments 80 

ar ma de they make very encouraging and 
flattering reports throughout the 
counties they have visite d. In 
some places they find vast beds 
of marl that by proper use by the farmers 
could be made of incalculable value to them 
as fertiliz'r. In other counties they find 
extensive deposits of mica or ising glass; in 
some exhaustless beds of fine granite, At 
Graves’ mountain they find Whetstone 
which they pronounce ¢qual to any found 
ia Noth Carolina, Virginia or elsewhere. 
In other counties still they find excellent 
and rich indications of gold, silver, iron, 
copper and lead. In the portion of our own 
and Liacoln county, which they have have 
visited they pronounce gold prospects fine. 
At the place of Dr. Edmonds, of Lincoln, } With a 
they found pieces of quartz in which was 


gold visible to the naked eye. At that place 

they found some lead and copper also, They 

selected eome pieces at that place and will 

ferward them to the geological department 

to be sent by them to the centennial exhibi- 

tion next year —[ McDuffie Journal.
